Brilliant Wind Up of Freddie Andrews's
llonflre of Leaves,

An explosion took place in tlio back yard
ot George W. II. Andrews, at 100 Asbford street.
Brooklyn, about dusk on Saturday, while Mr.
Andrews was at dinner. Mr. Audrews's

son Freddie brought homo a rusty
iron ball, about four inchos in diameter, about
a year ago. Ho and a companion round tho
ball embodded In tho ground In a field near tho
old Now Lots road. His father examlnod it at
the time ud concluded It was the end of ln

hammer-throwin- g contents. There
was a circular hole in tho ball about an Inch
nnd a half In dlamotor. but this bad been
plugged up with lead. The children In ihe
neighborhood played with tbo ball occasionally
during tho year.

On Saturday afternoon Freddie swept up the
fallen leaves, woods, and other di'brls In the
back yard, and made n bonllre of tho moss,
with tho Iron ball iu the centro or it. The lire
burned slowly in tbo rain at first, but uf terwurd
It begau to flare up. and Mr. Androws auggest-e- d

that the flames wero becoming dnngorous.
Tlio boy then took n dlpier nnd proceeded to
drench tho burning mass with water. While
ho was doing this the explosion occurred. It
rattled the dishes on tbo table and alarmed the
neighborhood for blocks around. Mr. Andrews
run to the door aud mot Freddie screaming on
bis way to tbe house.

Tbe child's face was blackoned and burnod
with powdor. nnd the back ot one ot his hands
wus torn and bleeding. An investigation
showed that tho iron ball, which henowbe-llove- s

was an old bombshell ol the Itemlutlon-ar- y

period, bud exploded. A piece of the shell
passed through n roar window luto the bouse
of bis neighbor, Mr, .Uaunon. tearing away a
part of the sash. Injuring the nlastor of tbo
opposite wnll and emboddlng Itselfiln tbo stud-
ding. Yoeterduy Mr. Androws picked out of
the fonco and on the ground seventoou leaden
bullets, each about throo-auarto- of an Inch
In dlamoter, with which tho shell had been
filled. The bullets hud evidently beon cost in
an hand mould.

The boy was not seriously hurt, nnd nobody
else was hurt at all.

Tho decision of tbo General Torni ot our
Supreme Court In tbo Sugar Trust case In-

volves a prlnclplo ot tbo most serious Impor-
tance to all owners of property. As tbo lato
lamentod James Fisk, Jr., remarked of a news-
paper editorial which thwartod hlsscbomoto
cornor gold In 1809, it Is ono ot those things
that wo dwell on. To be told In this nineteenth
century that It a number of men engaged In
the same business agreo among Ihemsolvos
not to carry on a ruinous competition with each
other they become In tho eye of the law crim-
inals, Is rather a surprise, to sny tho least. Tho
decision I spenkof applies Inform only to com-
binations of corporations, but corporations aro
composod ot Individuals, and what mon mav
not lawfully do aa corporations, it Is equally
unlawful for them to do ns individuals. Tho
broad docttino whloh tho Court lays down Is
that tho antlqtiatod raodlicval legislation ot
Great Britain against conspiracies to enhanco
tlie price of tho necessaries ot liforomalns In
forco to this day bore, nnd Is a bar, not only to
tho formation of what nro oallod trusts, but to
all similar dovlcos for togulating trade.

Tlio judgment ot tho Gunor.il Term hns yot
to bo rovlowod by tho Com t ot Appeals, and
Hint august body may possibly reverso it. It
may hold, as It has done in previous cases ot n
similar nnturo, that tho old British statutes
and dociBlons ngaluet combinations lllo
thoso ot tho Sugar Trust, woro locul and
temporary only, nnd form no part ot our com-
mon law. Or It may tako tho wider ground that
under tho conditions of modern civilization,
nnd tho vastly Increased nowerwhlch our dem-
ocratic Institutions give to tho pcoplo. It Is for
tho Logtsluturo und not for tho courts to re-

strict prlvato cntorpriso and limit tho scopo of
business operations. In thoso days of univer-
sal sii ITrn go, of newspapers, Post Offices, and
telographs, of railroads and of steamors. It is
not possible for conspirators to mako famlno
prlcos (or food nnd other necessaries, as thoy
could in anelont times iu tho towns and cttlos
of England, botwoon which transportation wns
slow nnd dlfilcult. nnd tho means oi commu-
nicating information woro Imperfect. A cornor
which could bo successful then is almost
sure to fail now. Wltnoss tho bronkdown
ot tho riecrotan copper syndicate, of tho
various wheat syndicates which havo been
mado up from time to tlmo at Chicago,
of tho cotton corners In Liverpool, and. in this
very aitlclo of sugar, tho reoent collapse ot
the great Magdeburg syndlcato. It Is a legal
niaxlni that when a loason ceases to exist tbo
rulo founded ou that roason ceasos also, and
so tbe Court of Appoals may decide in this In-

stance. As far. too. as rcBpocts tho Sugar
Trust tho afllrmanco of the General Term de-

cision against It would meroly require a modi-
fication of its organization. Thero is no law
forbidding the ownership by a slnglo corpora-
tion, nor oven by nn unincorporated partner-
ship, of nil tbo sugar roflnuries in tho country,
and those now belonging to tho Trust could
easily bo thus placed out ot danger.

Hut, whothor tho Court of Appeals affirms or
reverses tho decision against tho Sugar Tiust.
and whothor it maintains or repudfatos the old
common law against combinations tokoop up
prices, thero 6tIU remains to bo fought a battle
in the Loglslaturoon behalf of prlvato rights
against public control. Tho Supremo Court of
tbo United Htatas several years ago decided,
In tho Milwaukoe elevator cases, that State
Legislatures wero not prevented by tho Fed-
eral Constitution ftom practically confiscating
prlvato property for tho public boneflt without
compensation, whenever tbo uso of that prl-
vato property affects the public In general,
nnd our Court of Appoals rooently decided, in
a case also regulating tlio charges of elevators,
that tbo Constitution ot this Stato permitted
similar legislation here. The act of 1887 re-

ducing tho price ot gas, whether manufactured
by corporations or by individuals, was passed
on tho same ground of the stiptomacyot pub-
lic over private intorosts, and tho law fixing
the maximum rate of interest for tho hire of
monoy has been on the statute book from the
beginning of our Stato histoiy.

Tho intarebting thing connoctod with tlio
subjeot is. to me. tbe way in which public opin-
ion npprovos theso Invasions nnd confiscations
of private rights. Tho usury laus have always
had an overwhelming majority in their favor;
tlio Wisconsin elevator law would not have boon
passed if It had not boen demanded by a pre-
ponderating public sentiment, and, though our
elevator law Is unpopular in this city. It Is well
supportod In the intorlor. So, too, tbo law fix-

ing the price of gas was welcomed almost
by consumer, and tho manufac-

turers of it got no sympathy oven from their
personal friends. It was felt whether rightly
or wrongly made no difference that gas was
bought by so mauy pooplo aud sold by so fow
that tho manv, having the power to dictate tbo
price they should glvo for it, had also the right
to do It. Tbo rollers wero, in their opinion,
making too much money out of the buyers, and
their profits ought to be cut down. This feel-
ing is the same which lay boneath the medie-
val laws against combinations which has just
been used against tho Sugar Trust, and It is
a force tbo oxlstence of which wo must recog-
nize, whether we like it or not.

Across the Atlantic, also, wo have conspicu-
ous Illustrations of tho same tendency. To say
nothing of tho communism which Is tampant
in Franco and in Germany, wo wltnoss tho spec-
tacle ot a great political party in Great Britain
headod by ono of tbe most eloquent orators of
modern tlmos, making strenuous efforts to se-

cure tho adoption of measures which will re-

sult in donrlvlng many owners of land in Ire-
land ot nearly tho whnlo of their present prop-
erty. For. no sane person enn tall to seo that
tho struggle which ostensibly Is for Home
Itule, Is really lor the forcible reduction of
rents, nnd, to that oxtont, for a confiscation of
landloids' rights. Tho nrgument is that tho
rents which tho landlords demand aro moro
than tenants can afford to pay, and that the
landlords must not bo allowod to attempt to
exact them. When tbe landlords plead tor per-
mission to tost the matter by offering tboir
lands for free competition, they aro met by a
combination amongtho tenants, not only not to
give obovo a certain ront. but not to allow
auyoneolse to give it; and this combination
ban tho moral support, not only of Irish citi-
zens, but ot a groat many Englishmen.

A similar phenomenon Is observable in re-

gard to International copyright. If any prop-
erty Is sacred It would soem to bo that which
a roan has In tbe product of bis Intellectual
labor, and this has boen recognized by the
copyilght laws of ovcry country In Uurope, and
Inn limited measure by thoso of this country.
Yot, when it is proposod to extend tho bonoflt
of our laws on this subject to citizens of foreign
couutrlos it oncouutors au opposition which
for hnlf a century has proved invincible.
There I nn underlying ldeu,wblch Is not opon-l- y

expressed, that, as authors are few and
readors many, the many havo rights which tbe
fow must respect, Thero Is now a prospect ot
the passage of an act of Congress securing to
foreign authors a copyright In works printed
in this country; but this Is by no moans cer-
tain, and tho benefits to result from It are
doubtful. It fails to rocognlre, at all events,
tho right of authorship as tuch, aud concedes
to foreign authors only a limited protection.

After all, what right has anv person to that
which bo calls his own ? Evory ono but a Com-

munist would say that be bas tbe rlcht to do
with It what be pleases, only provided ho In-

jures nobody. He may keep It, or giro it away,
or soil It, or biro It out, or make any othor use
of it which seems good to him. Wo hare been
so long nccuatomed to this viuw of tho subject
that any other seems absurd. Yet, ut tho be-

ginning ot civilization It was not so. In tbo
primitive state of socloty mon bad no other
rights than those which tboy could maintain
by force. The stronger robbed tho weaker,
and kept what they got until those stronger
still robbed thorn. This Is the case now among
savages, and would be tbe case among us but
for our moral and Intellectual development.
Our ancestors long ago saw that this reign of
brute force would not allow of industrial and
social improvement, ami they provided a
means of union of tho many who ae weak
against tbfowvrho are' strong, whereby the'

Tbo
history of tbe world Is Ihe history of the growth
ot rights created and protected by law against
thoso which rest on moro powor. Men no
longer stand guard over their bouses nnd their
goods with arms In their bands any more than
they go to and fro with bands ot rotalnora to
protect thero. That duty Is dolcgatod to tho
pollco and to tho courts, nnd we aro so acous-tome- d

to having It performed for us that wo
do not think of performing It ourselves. Never-

theless tbere nro many snots on tbo earth now,
as thero wero In Europo nnd In this country
not many years ago. whoro might makos right,
and things are conducted on

That they shall take who have th rower,
And they shall keep who can

My sympathies, It Is lmrdlv necessary for mo
tosav. nro with tho ownors of property and
against tholr spoliation, with ur without tho
forms of law. I hnvo grown gray In tho belief
that not only justice, but good policy domnnds
the fullest protection ot tlio rights of Individ-
uals, both against other individuals singly and
against them collecthely, nml 1 would
havo no legislation impairing thoso rights
unloss It was Imperatively demanded to
restrain nggrosslva injury. At tho samo
tlmo I cannot shut my eyes to tho
fact that Individuals nro poworloss to re-

sist tho mass ot tho public, anil that prejudices,
wbero thoy hau forco bohind them, must bo
respeatod as welt ns sound principle Tho pos-
sessors ot great riches need to bo prudent in
their uso of thorn, and to tako euro how
thoy arottso an enmity which, loa-so- n

able or unreasonable, can innka
distinctively folt.
